FIRST LINE BATSMEN 

Although there may bo: universal 
surprise at the dropping of Leonard 
Hutton, most of it is occasioned by 
the fact that he is tho only first 
linc batsmen of the two tests. to 
lose his place, There would: have 
been less surprise had ‘the selec- 
tors “rested” Hutton, Washbrook 
and Edrich, “despite thelr  “come- 
backs” in ‘recent county matches. 

“Two down, with three to play” 
calls for urgent measures; and the 
plaln fact is that the batsmen of 
the old guard havo failed. Perhaps 
it is Hutton’s diMficultics with fast, 
bumping bowling which hnve de- 
cided the selectors, 

Their persistence with Washbrook 
moy well prove of decisive im- 
portanee. They probably take the 
view thot a batsman of his class 
and experlence is most Ilkely to 
come off onchis own county ground: 
this, coupled with . Washbrook’s 

| mngnificent cover fielding, has most 
likely kept him in the side, It is 
said of him that he Is worth 40 or 
50 runs‘in terms of “certain” boun- 
darics he co often cuts off at cover.

adherents in' Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales, and we have a moderately 
estimated grand aggregate, of about 
a million and a half bowlers {n Great 
Britain.
